Previous Pay Scale Resolution 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular ses- 
sion on Monday, April 25, at 
the Courthouse-Annex in En- 
terprise, and voted unanimously 
to rescend a resolution adopted 
at an earlier meeting that 
placed Highway Department 
employees on an hourly pay 
Scale. 

County Engineer, Leslie 
Mullins, requested the action 
because of problems involved 
in with-holding deductions in 
the employees retirement in- 
surance. 


The meeting began at 
10:00 A.M. with all commis- 
sioners present except Mr. Gil- 
mer Grant. Judge Sawyer 
opened the session by informing 
the board that an inspector had 
recently visited the landfill in 
New Brockton, and that the 
county had received a good 
report on the condition of the 
project. 


A letter was read from 
the Department of Agriculture 
that acknowledged receiving the 
county’s application for assis- 
tance on the Wilkerson Creek 
Watershed project. The letter 
reported that a field exami- 
nation and a public hearing 
would be held in the near fu- 
ture. 


A snd letter from the 
Southeast \labama Regional 
Planning and Development 
Commission was read that in- 
formed the board that several 
million dollars in additional 
CETA funds will soon be 
available in Alabama. Mr. 
Mullins reported he had applied 
for funds to hire 21 CETA 
employees for his department. 
Mullins added that he planned 
on employing students for tem- 
porary. summer employment. 


Mr. Ron Smith addressed 
the board and asked for per- 
mission to use two empty of- 
fices in Elba that are ajoining 
the Pensions and Security Of- 
fice. Smith, the County Pen- 
sions and Security Director, 
Said the space is needed for 
office space for case workers 
The commission instructed 
Smith to check the costs in 
renovating the offices, and de- 
cided to look into the matter 
at the next meeting. Mr. 
Smith also requested per- 
mission to install curtains at 
the Food Stamp Office, and 
expressed a desire to erect 
a sign in front of the Food 
Stamp Office so it can be 
easily identified. The com- 
mission had no objection to the 
installation of curtains, but 
failed to act on the request 
for the sign. 

Judge Sawyer told the com- 
mission that voting houses 
were needed in Beats 2, 19, 22, 
and 12, and all the com- 
missioners voiced support of 
building additional voting 
houses before the next elec- 
tions, 

A letter from Judge Terry 
Butts requesting an increase 
in supplement of salary for Cir- 
cuit Judges was read, but the 
commission tabled discussion 
of the matter. 


Commission Clerk Bru- 
nhease Winston told the board 
that there had been requests 
for screen doors at the voting 
houses. The commission de- 
cided since there are no elec- 
tions this year, installation 
would not be practical. 


M... Winston also informed 
the commission of a request 
for handrails at\the Health Cen- 
ter in Enterprise. The board

Council Meeting 


Explodes Again 


On Police Investigation 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night in a meeting 
postponed from one week ear- 
lier due to Mayor Folsom’s 
trip to the League of Munici- 


palities meeting in Mont- 
gomery. All members were 
present. 


A total of eleven citizens 
were present to make various 
appeals to the council. Also 
present were City Clerk Jack 
Prescott, Police Chief M. W. 
Johnston and Recreation Dir- 
ector I. F. (Bow) Dunaway. 

The meeting started 
smoothly with the council 
brushing through some rou- 
tine matters such as reading 
minutes, signing supports for 
fund drives, hearing appeals 
for improving the recreation 
facilities and tabling several 
items until next weel . 

A lengthy debate over es- 
tablishing a recreation board 
lasted fifty minutes and ended 
with the board being appoint- 
ed after being voted down once. 


‘At the end of the meeting a 


heated exchange was the re- 
sult of Councilman Jimmy 
Wise asking why an investi- 
gation of damage at the ceme- 
tery was stopped. 

The investigation had start- 
ed at Wise’s request when Fol- 
som was out of town and stop- 
ped after he returned. Mayor 
Folsom denied stopping the 
investigation, but Wise had a 
copy of the two offers’ report 
and they wrote that Mayor Fol- 
som had told them toonly check 
it as the patrol went by the 
area. Chief Johnston stated 
that Mayor Folsom had stop- 
ped the investigation, but after 
the very heated exchange, 
Johnston said that if Folsom 
had not stopped the work, his~ 
men would get back to their 
job. Folsom again said he 
only said he didn’t want a two- 
man (once he said four) stake- 
out and Johnston said he never 
asked nor suggested this. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
said ‘‘Yes, Bob, you have said 
to a number of people that 
this was a pretty sorry coun- 
cil.’’ Folsom denied this, and 
Said if he wanted to say that 
he would say it to their faces. 
Wise then said, ‘‘Inother words 
you are saying that the people 
who said this are lying.’’ Fol- 
som said he was not calling 
anyone a liar, but ‘‘it is 


‘people in the 


gossip.’’ Wise then said that 
if he ever had any of these 
mayor's pre- 
sence, he was going to give 
him (the mayor) the chance 
to tell them that face to face. 


During the exchange about 
the cemetery, Wise question- 
ed the effectiveness of the 
letter Folsom had released to 
the news media stating the 
violators would be prosecuted, 
yet no investigation was un- 
derway. 

Also during the above dis- 
cussion, Folsom informed the 
council of the bill for eight 
steaks at Holley’s Restaurant, 
signed for by Chief Johnston. 
The meal was for area police 
chiefs discussing the need for 
a police academy in this area 
to save thousands of dollars 
on each new police officer 
hired. Johnston said the mayor 
was aware of the meeting, and 
had approved its being in Elba. 
Folsom said the expenditure 
was illegal, and Johnston would 
have to repay the city for the 
money. Johnston said he would 
do this. The council, however, 
voted to pay the bill and sup- 
port the efforts to get the aca- 
demy open in the Wiregrass, 
and in Elba if practical. Later 
Folsom replied to a question 
by this newspaper and said he 
didn’t mean to sound like he 
was opposing the action by 
Johnston, but that unless the 
council approved it, the pay- 
ment was illegal. The end 
result of the meeting, accord- 
ing to Johnston, was that it is 
possible an academy will be 
re-established and save the 
cities each as much as $2,000 
on traning each new officer 
hired. 

After the city fathers set- 
tled down from the heated ex- 
change, they discussed briefly 
the need for patching holes in 
streets and passed a motion 
that city ousiness done locally 
would be spread around as 
much as possible with local 
merchants. 


Other action taken during 
the meeting included approv- 
ing a three-year lease from 
Dorsey Trailers for their 
hangar space. The lease as 
previously agreed c: is $10 a 
year. Councilmen noted the 
many cash donations made by 


Dorsey such as the $1,000 to 
the fire department recently, 
and the other benefits to the 
community as reason enough 
for the three-year lease at 
$10 a year. 


Also approved by the reds: 
cil was turning the pivet Ee 
over to Mr. and Mrs. Roland 
Powell for the summer, chang- 
ing a previous decision to let 
the recreation director ope- 
rate it and hire people to 
work. The Powells will operate 
the pool on a percentage basis, 
with the City getting 25% of the 
income, up from 20% last year. 


After some tie-votiig and 
breaking by Mayor Folsom, the 
council voted to transfer income 
from the sale of cemetery lots 
to the perpetual care trust fund 
after $1,000 had been collected 
for maintenance. Approving 
this were Councilmen John W. 
Sharpless and D. M. English 


and Mayor Folsom. Oppos- 
ing were Councilmen Mike 
Russell, Jimmy Wise and 


Cleo Hawkins. The three op- 
posing the action wanted togive 
all of the income for lot sales 
to the trust fund. In 1976 this 
figure was about $1300. 

Also the council approved a 
new ping-pong table at the 
Mulberry Recreation Center; 
tabled action on assewer on 
Flournoy Drive; tabled action 
on controlled parking down- 
town; approved a sewer tap 
for Wade Mallory; told Mrs. 
Edna Stinson the ditch beside 
the school would be cleaned 
with the new machne; _ told 
Burie Nelson to return with 
a petition for street closing; 
endorsed the Walk-A-Thon for 
March of Dimes; heard a 
group of four teenagers ask 
for help in improving the rec- 
reation facilities and indicated 
to them a youth recreation board 
would be appointed; heard a re- 
port from Bill Bullard from a 
committee of citizens on rec- 
reation and accepted his recom- 
mendations and appointed a rec- 
reation board.

Lessons For Young 
Bicyclists To Learn 


SAFE BIKE LIGHTS 


By: Chief M. W 


One of the most important 
things to remember about safe 
biking is that your bicycle MUST 
have proper lighting if you ride 
it after dark! This may not seem 
important to the person on the 
bicycle, but is very important 
to the people driving auto- 
mobiles because the only way 
automobile drivers can see 
someone on a bike at night 
is if the bike has lights. If you 
have ever ridden in your par- 
ents’ car at night, and come 
upon a person on a bicycle 
that did not have a light, you 
will remember that it is prac- 
tically impossible to see 
the bike until you are almost 
on top of it. If you ride without 
a headlight ‘or proper rear red 
reflector, the chances of being 
hit by a car are very high! 

Standard lighting for every 
bicycle should be a headlamp 
on the front of the bike, point- 
ing straight ahead, which can 
be seen from a distance of 300 
feet. Also, a red reflector on 
the rear of the bike is essential 
and should be visible from 300 
feet behind the bike. It is al- 
ways best to have a lighted 
RED light on the rear of the 
bike, in addition to the red re- 
flector. No other colored light 
should be displayed on the front 
of the bike, other than your 
white light. No other colored 
light, except red, should be 
displayed on the rear of the 
bike. 

Since your bicycle is usually 
out in all kinds of weather, 
the batteries in your bike lights 
should be removed about once 
each week, and wiped clean 
of dampness, dirt and corro- 
sion. Batteries deteriorate very 
rapidly if not kept clean and 
dry. While the batteries are out

AND WHEN TO USE THEM 


of the lights, it is best to wipe 
out the inside of the lights with 
a clean cloth before replacing 
batteries. 

Riding at night, even with 
proper bike lighting, is very 
dangerous. Always make cer- 
tain that youare wearing LIGHT 
COLORED clothing when riding 
at night. Never, under any cir- 
cumstances, carry a passenger 
on your bicycle after dark. 
This makes the bike much more 
difficult to control, and cuts 
down on your ability to respond 
quickly to an emergency situa- 
tion on the street or highway.

Storm Lake Office of the Home 
Federal Savings and Loan As- 
sociation, FmHA launched a 
new and additional approach 
to helping rural people improve 
their housing. 

FmHA is the rural credit 
agency of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA). It has 
been making rural and small- 
town housing loans directly to 
low and moderate income fami- 
lies since 1950. Currently it 
has over 750,000 such loans 
outstanding. 

Secretary Bergland pointed 
out that by guaranteeing the’ 
payment of home loans made 
to borrowers of moderate in- 
come by private lenders, FmHA 
will be able to increase its 
service to other rural families 
unable to secure adequate cre- 
dit except directly from the 
agency. 

William F. Nutt, president 
of the Savings and Loan As- 
sociation that made the Buena 
Vista county loan is alsopresi- 
dent of the Iowa Savings and 
Loan League. 

The newly implemented guar- 
antee program provides that 
private lenders, including banks 
as well as building and loan 
associations, must take the first 
10% of any loss experienced. 
The USDA agency will absorb 
the other 90% of loss. 

Guaranteeing payment or 
rural loans made by private 
lenders is not new to FmHA. 
This type of service previously 
has been introduced in farm 
and business industrial loan 
programs. 

FmHA will limit its guar- 
antee to $33,000 per housing 
loan; will insist that lenders 
be local lenders; will not ap- 
prove loans longer than for 33 
years; and will guarantee loans 
only to families that fall in the 
moderate income category. The 
service is available in rural 
areas, including rural towns 
of up to 20,000 population.

Peanut Scouting Service To Be Offered 


Auburn University Extension 
Service is initiating an expand- 
ed scouting service which will 
be available to farmers for 
pean oybeans, corn and 
grain sorgfum. Results of the 
last two or three years indicate 
that this Service is providing 
extra profits togrowers ofthese 
crops, The scouting program is 
simply bringing a lot more 
precision into controlling in- 
sects and diseases which has 
not been previously available.

Farmland Valves 
Rise 17 Percent 
in A Yoar 


The value of an acre of 
farmland rose 17 percent in 
the 48 continental States from 
February 1976 to February 1977, 
upping the average value from 
$390 to $456 an acre, accord- 
ing to a report of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Economic Research Service 
(ERS). Values increased from 
5 to 36 percent in 45 states 
and stayed the same in three 
states. 

“Here in Alabama values 
averaged 6 percent more than 
in February 1976,'' said Mrs. 
Wynelle G. Lasseter, Coffee 
County ASCS Executive Di- 
rector 

Six Corn Belt and Lake 
States led the value rise. Aver- 
age acre prices rose from one- 
quarter to over one-third. Illin- 
ois’ rise, 36 percent, topped all 
other States. lowa, Indiana and 
Ohio all had increases of over 
30 percent. Farm enlargement 
pushed values most in the Corn 
Belt. 

Two Lake States, Michigan 
and Minnesota, had increases 
of over one-quarter. Farm en- 
largement led all reasons, fol- 
lowed by purchases of land for 
homes and recreation. 

Weather and low wheat 
prices were most often cited 
by real estate reporters as 
factors affecting land prices 
in the Northern Plains, where 
percentage increases in land 
values fell mostly in the low 
teens. In some communities, 
farmers and ranchers are will- 
ing to sell land to pay offdebts, 
but buyers are wary of present 
market prices. 


area pest management special- 
ist, will be working in several 
counties this spring and 
summer giving direct leader- 
ship to the program. Weeks 
said, ‘‘Primarily the scout will 
be checking peanuts weekly for 
insects, diseases and nematode 
damage. He will be checking 
early for the corn stalk borer, 
southern corn rootworm or any 
soil inhabiting pest." 

For the lesser corn stalk 
borer the recommendation 1s 
Parathion granules at 30 pounds 
broadcast or Difonate. Difonate 
is a fairly new material and is 
not being widely used at pre- 
sent. Parathion is normally put 
on at pegging time, but in gen- 
eral we don’t recommend putting 
it on until sufficient populations 
are found. Usually, the first 
symptom is a wilted limb or 
runner. Early in the season if 
it is dry, they will attack the 
runners and wilting results. You 
will see little dead areas in the 
peanuts. 

The southern corn rootworm 
seems to be increasing in our 
area of Alabama. We are find- 
ing some in corn now. In pea- 
nuts it feeds on the pod. It 
is strictly a soil inhabiting 
pest. It doesn’t destroy limbs 
like other insects but feeds 
primarily on the pod. It eats 
the kernel later in the season 
anytime from when peanuts be- 
gin to peg down and the first 
pegs develop. In general the 
southern corn rootworm is con- 
fined to moist, wet areas ina 
field. It is usually found in 
heavier soils. About the only 
indication you will have is when 
you pull up the plants you will 
have damage to the pods. If it 
is a real severe infestation, 
you can get some above ground 
wilting or stunting. Generally, 
you won't see any symptoms 
on the top. It will only be re 
cognized by the damage it does 
underground. This is one ad- 
vantage of the scouting pro- 
gram. Unless a farmer pulls 
up peanuts regularly, he would 
not find this pest. The scouts 
would find this situation. Our 
recommendation for rootworms 
is Parathion or Diazinon, both 
granular materials. Follow the 
label carefully. 

Both the lesser corn stalk 
borer and the southern corn 
rootworm occur generally in 
different type situations. The 
lesser corn stalk borer occurs 
in dry seasons in sandy soils 
The southern corn rootworm 
occurs in wet fields and heavy 
soils

The scouts will be taking 
white mold counts. They count 
the number of dead crowns 
or diseased crowns per 100 
feet at random places over 
the field. In general, on the 
white mold you can’t make a 
recommendation from damage 
this season. By the time damage 
is that evident, it is too late 
to put the control materials 
oul 

Current information ts 
used to compile a history for 
the field, Then the next time 
the grower plants peanuts, he 
knows the field had a history 
of white mold. Control mater- 
ials for white mold must be 
put out 50-75 days after plant- 
ing. 

The scouts will also make 
leafspot counts to determine 
if the fungicide they are using 
is giving maximum effective- 
mess. If resistance develops 
to the fungicide used, the scout 
will check on methods of ap- 
plication, rates, ete 

When peanuts first begin to 
peg, nematode samples are tak- 
en in the row to determine if 
lesion nematodes are present. 
These primarily attack the pegs 
or pods. We normally recom- 
mend Dasanit or Mocap banded 
over the row. 

At the end of the season or 
plant maturity before peanuts 
are dug, scouts take a regular 
nematode sample to determine 
what nematodes are present 
and likely to damage next 
year’s crop. Also, a weed iden- 
tification profile for that field 
is taken. All of these steps 
bring added precision to plans 
for next year’s crops. 

On peanuts the cost of a 
scout will run somewhere inthe 
neighborhood of about $2.50 per 
acre. Crops will be checked 
weekly beginning about the mid- 
dle of June. Peanut growers 
generally use fewer insecti- 
cides but more fungicides. By 
using the scouting program, 
the individual grower can bring 
more precision into what he is 
doing. In most cases he is able 
to treat each field individually. 
If he has a problem in one 
field, he doesn’t have to treat 
all fields. He treats only the 
fields that need treating

Farm Facility Loan Program Expanded 


In a move designed to in- 
crease on-farm storage and 
drying facilities, Secretary of 
Agriculture Bob Bergland has 
relaxed requirements and ex- 
panded government assistance 
under the farm facility loan 
program. 

According to Rollan Day, 
several changes in the program 
should allow more .Coffee 
County farmers to participate 
in the program and to build 


larger storage facilities than 
before. Under the new program 
a farmer can borrow up to 
$50,000 on two years’ crops 
with 15 percent down and 7 
percent interest. The maxi- 
mum loan amount under the 
old program was $25,000 on 
one year’s crop with 30 


percent down and 7 1/2 per- 
cent interest. In addition, the 
cost of cement and electrical 
wiring, formerly excluded, is 
now eligible under the pro- 


gram. 

“Any owner, landlord, ten- 
ant or sharecropper may be 
eligible if they meet the county 


SC committee’s conditions,” 


Day said. They must grow one 
or more of the following 
crops: Corn, Sorghum, Wheat, 
Soybeans and peanuts.

Peanut Scouting Service To Be Offered 


Auburn University Extension 
Service is initiating an expand- 
ed scouting service which will 
be .available to farmers for 
peanttmsoybeans, corn and 
grain sorgMum. Results of the 
last two or three years indicate 
that this service is providing 
extra profits to growers of these 
crops. The scouting program is 
simply bringing a lot more 
precision into controlling in- 
sects and diseases which has 
not been previously available.

Farmland Valves 
Rise 17 Percent 
in A Year 


The value of an acre of 
farmland rose 17 percent in 
the 48 continental States from 
February 1976 to February 1977, 
upping the average value from 
$390 to $456 an acre, accord- 
ing to a report of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Economic Research Service 
(ERS). Values increased from 
5 to 36 percent in 45 states 
and stayed the same in three 
states 

“Here in Alabama values 
averaged 6 percent more than 
in February 1976,’’ said Mrs. 
Wynelle G. Lasseter, Coffee 
County ASCS Executive Di- 
rector. 

Six Corn Belt and Lake 

States led the value rise. Aver- 
age acre prices rose from one- 
quarter to over one-third. Ilin- 
ois’ rise, 36 percent, topped all 
other States. Iowa, Indiana and 
Ohio all had increases of over 
30 percent. Farm enlargement 
pushed values most in the Corn 
Belt. . 
Two Lake States, Michigan 
and Minnesota, had increases 
of over one-quarter. Farm en- 
largement led all reasons, fol- 
lowed by purchases of land for 
homes and recreation. 

Weather and low wheat 
prices were most often cited 
by real estate reporters as 
factors affecting land prices 
in the Northern Plains, where 
percentage increases in land 
values fell mostly in the low 
teens. In some communities, 
farmers and ranchers are will- 
ing to sell land to pay offdebts, 
but buyers are wary of present 
market prices. 


area pest management special- 
ist, will be working in several 
counties this spring and 
summer giving direct leader- 
ship to the program. Weeks 
said, ‘‘Primarily the scout will 
be checking peanuts weekly for 
insects, diseases and nematode 
damage. He will be checking 
early for the corn stalk borer, 
southern corn rootworm or any 
soil inhabiting pest.’’ 

For the lesser corn stalk 
borer the recommendation is 
Parathion granules at 30 pounds 
broadcast or Difonate. Difonate 
is a fairly new material and is 
not being widely used at pre- 
sent. Parathion is normally put 
on at pegging time, but in gen- 
eral we don't recommend putting 
it on until sufficient populations 
are found. Usually, the first 
symptom is a wilted limb or 
runner. Early in the season if 
it is dry, they will attack the 
runners and wilting results. You 
will see little dead areas in the 
peanuts. 

The southern corn rootworm 
seems to be increasing in our 
area of Alabama. We are find- 
ing some in corn now. In pea- 
nuts it feeds on the pod. It 
is strictly a soil inhabiting 
pest. It doesn’t destroy limbs 
like other insects but feeds 
primarily on the pod. It eats 
the kernel later in the season 
anytime from when peanuts be- 
gin to peg down and the first 
pegs develop. In general the 
southern corn rootworm is con- 
fined to moist, wet areas ina 
field. It is usually found in 
heavier soils. About the only 
indication you will have is when 
you pull up the plants you will 
have damage to the pods. If it 
is a real severe infestation, 
you can get some above ground 
wilting or stunting. Generally, 
you won't see any symptoms 
on the top. It will only be re 
cognized by the damage it does 
underground. This is one ad- 
vantage of the scouting pro- 
gram. Unless a farmer pulls 
up peanuts regularly, he would 
not find this pest. The scouts 
would find this situation. Our 
recommendation for rootworms 
is Parathion or Diazinon, both 
granular materials. Follow the 
label carefully. 

Both the lesser corn stalk 
borer and the southern corn 
rootworm occur generally in 
different type situations. The 
lesser corn stalk borer occurs 
in dry seasons in sandy soils 
The southern corn rootworm 
occurs in wet fields and heavy 
soils

The scouts will be taking 
white mold counts. They count 


the number of dead crowns 
or diseased crowns per 100 
feet at random places over 


the field. In general, on the 
white mold you can’t make a 
recommendation from damage 
this season. By the time damage 
is that evident, it is toc late 
to put the control materials 
out 

Current information 1s 
used to compile a history for 
the field. Then the next time 
the grower plants peanuts, he 
knows the field had a history 
of white mold. Control mater- 


ials for white mold must be 
put out 50-75 days after plant- 
ing 

The scouts will also make 
leafspot counts to determine 


if the fungicide they are using 
is giving maximum effective- 
mess. If resistance develops 
to the fungicide used, the scout 
will check on methods of ap- 
plication, rates, etc 

When peanuts first begin to 
peg, nematode samples are tak- 
en in the row to determine if 
lesion nematodes are present 
These primarily attack the pegs 
or pods. We normally recom- 
mend Dasanit or Mocap banded 
over the row 

At the end of the season or 
plant maturity before peanuts 
are dug, scouts take a regular 
nematode sample to determine 
what nematodes are present 
and likely to damage next 
year’s crop, Also, a weed iden- 
tification profile for that field 
is taken. All of these steps 
bring added precision to plans 
for next year’s crops, 

On peanuts the cost of a 
scout will run somewhere inthe 
neighborhood of about $2.50 per 
acre. Crops will be checked 
weekly beginning about the mid- 
dle of June. Peanut growers 
generally use fewer insecti- 
cides but more fungicides. By 
using the scouting program, 
the individual grower can bring 
more precision into what he is 
doing. In most cases he is able 
to treat each field individually. 
if he has a problem in one 
field, he doesn’t have to treat 
all fields. He treats only the 
fields that need treating.

Sometimes tonsils and ad- 
enoids are involved in causing 
a sore throat, and when these 
organs repeatedly cause trouble 
they frequently are removed. 
Tonsil-adenoids removals ac- 
count for half of all surgery 
performed on children. Some- 
times the removal helps pre- 
vent sore throats, sometimes 
it doesn’t. 

Alergies can cause sore 


throat. Cold, dry winter air 
can trigger it. So can ex- 
treme thirst, excessive 


smoking, or mouth breathing. 
Anything that dries out the 
throat and cuts off secretions 
that normally wash dust away. 

Virus infections of many 
types also are a cause of sore 
throat, and everyone who has 
had the flu knows that this par- 
ticular virus disease often 
causes the throat to hurt. 

Strep throat is a serious 
infection that occasionally leads 
to rheumatic fever and pos- 
sible heart damage. It can 
be knocked out with penicllin, 
if diagnosed in time. 

The crucial diagnostic test 
in sore throats is the swab 
test through which germs 
causing the trouble can be i- 
dentified. 

There is little or nothing 
you can do to cure a sore throat 
at home. Thereare medications 
which bring temporary easing 
of the discomfort, but the cure 
me be launched by your doc- 
or.
